Robert F. Kennedy always 
sensed it would come some 
day. ss 

“I Plygoasin roulette 
every. ti I get up in ‘the 
morning,” he would say. 

“But _I just don’t care. 
There’s nothing I could do 
about it anyway.” 

Kennedy has been described 
as a fatalist, ome who never 
looked beyond the next mo- 
ment and who was prepared 
for tragedy any day. 

Today, after he had died of 
wounds inflicted by an assas- 
sin, the memory of a Jong, in- 
trospective, and rare conver- 
sation surfaced in the minds 
of ‘the few who had heard it. 

Kennedy was relaxing in the 
rear of his campaign plane, 
winging through the night sky, 
taking him home to Hickory 
Hill, his home in McLean, 
Va., after a rigorous week of 
midwestern campaigning. 

He spoke broodihgly. 

Wasn't he concerned, he 
was asked, about the perils of

such wild crowds as he had; 
attracted that day and nearly 
every day of his presidential 
campaign? ; 

“No,” he said. ‘I just don’t 
worry about that. There’s no 
sense in worrying about those 
things. If they want you, they 
can get you.’ 

He thought. for perhaps 30 
seconds and then said, ‘Well, 
let’s not talk about that.” 

A reporter thought of his 


‘prother, John F. Kennedy, as- 


sassinated; of an older 
brother, Joe, killed in war- 
time; of his sister, Kathleen; 
of his wife’s parents and his 
close friend, Dean Markham, 
killed-in plane crashes. 

But wouldn't it be a:national 
crisis if one of his stature 
were to be harmed, after the 
violence to his brother and to 
Martin Luther King Jr.? 

“Perhaps it would, I sup- 
pose so,”’ Robert Kennedy 
said. “But what can I do 
about that? 

“T'lf tell you one thing: If 
I'm elected president you 
Won't find’ me riding around

in any of those awful cars,” 

He was referring to the 
closed, armored presidential 
limousine President Johnson 
has used since John F, Kenne- 
dy's motorcade assassination. 

Bobby Kennedy would. ride 
in opén cars, he said, so the 
people could see their presi- 
dent. ’ 

Security on the Kennedy 
campaign has been a 210- 
pound former FBI agent 
named Bill Barry. Faithful to 
a fault, Barry has ignored 
battered knees and wrenched 
muscles to lead his much 
smaller boss through the fren- 
zied mobs that try to tear him 
to pieces. 

“Of course, I worry about 
what would happen to my 
family, to the children,” Ken- 
nedy mused on. the plane. 
“But they're well taken care 
of, and there's really nothing 
else i can do, is there? So I 
really don’t care about any- 
thing happening to me.” 

And then there was a long 
pause: ‘This isn't really such 
a happy existence, is it?’’

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The Plight of a Friend 


HERE IS STARK DANGER IN 
“* the tragedy, and deep fear in 
the sorrow, that now hangs over 
the United States. The terrible pat- 
tern. of assassination that has 
emerged over the past few years— 
the repeated infliction of violent 
death as a panacea for real or 
imagined social and political wrongs 
—now shocks the nation and the 
world, A people halts in consterna- 
“tion, almost.in terror, to contemp- 
late what the future may hold, as 
one of America’s brightest political 
figures, himself the brother of an 

assassinated president, lies in death 
from a murderous assault. 

Only a few days ago, Mr. Joseph 
Alsop, the well-known Washington 
commentator, said on this page: 
“Through (his speech) there ran 
the basic theme of this man’s true 
compassion, his deep engagement in 
the problems of our time, his pas- 
sionate-wish to tackle those prob- 
lems for the sake of America. These 
qualities are the—eore of Robert 
Kennedy; they are also his justifica- 
tion , . . for aspiring to the highest 
office.” 

It is an injustice to hold that.the 
United States has turned to violence 
and lawlessness as a national way of 
life. Millions of Americans reject 
such a course. Yet it appears that 
the conditions of today permit, if 
they do not encourage, the deranged 
person, - the man obsessed with 
hatred or frozen in zombie amoral- 
ity, the self-appointed avenger of 
fancied injustices, to obtain lethal 
weapons with ease and carry out his 
senseless urge to destroy. 


There is a background of vio- 
lence that Sets the stage: the street 


riots, the burnings, the muggings 


by city gangs and the equally brutal 
maulings by law enforcement offi- 
cers. Violent death in the streets has 
become a familiar accompaniment 
of the social unrest of the America 
of today; the prevalence of faceless 
Slaughter carries for some a _fal- 


_lacious implication that society will 


tolerate premeditated murder. 
Today we have the almost un- 
believable picture of the President 
of the United States creating a 
special commission to study the 
causes of violence in American life 


“—surely an unprecedented measure 


of deep-rooted desperation in a mod- 
ern state. Yet the world-wide dis- 
may .at the serious. plight of that 
great nation is in itself a measure 
of the high regard in which it is still 
held—-for the virtues of civic free- 
dom, personal liberty and economic 
opportunity evolved in the United 
States have long been a beacon for 
the oppressed of many lands. 

That light is now dangerously 
threatened. But no man is an island, 
neither is any nation, and none to- 
day. is entirely free of the trends 
which are to be seen in the United 
States. Every democrati¢é country 
now should be making a sober asses- 
ment of its own situation and pos- 
sible development, with'a thought to 


~the observable fact that freedom 


can be abused by the minority it 
protects, and the idealistic vision of 


a great people can be clouded by 


the materialism of many and the 


anarchy of a few.

Stanfield Trails With Time Running Out 


HERE is very little doubt that, at this 
stage of the campaign, the flow of 
reports and opinion samples from, the 
various fronts has established Mr. 
Trudeau as a firm 
favorite and Mr. 
Stanfield as the un- 
derdog in the June 
election. The Con- 
—servatives, very na- 
turally, shrug off 
these-— appearances, 
noting that the 
spread. shown by the 
Gallup Poll” was 


almost as great a 
month before the  “esterm — 
1965 test. In some well-remembered 


battles (involving, among others, Mr. 
Diefenbaker and Mr. Harry Truman) 
underdogs ‘have confounded their Oppon- 
ents and the pollsters as well. The 
eviaent _hope is that the excitement 
provoked by Mr. Trudeau will prove 
transitory; that Mr. Stanfield will be the 
beneficiary of sober second thought and 
that, after his faltering start, he will 
clse strongly. as the campaign 
approaches its climax. : 

This line of reasoning would be more 
persuasive if Mr. Stanfield possessed the 
qualities which made his predecessor’ so 
remarkable a compaigner. Mr. Diefen- 
baker’s “give ‘em hell” tactics were 
plainly modelied on those of Mr. Truman 
in 1948 but his showmanship, never 
better desplayed than in 1965, was his 
own. If his program was shreds and 
paiches, unsaleable in the metropolitan 
areas, he could at least pack in the 
crowds with his Rivard stories, and he 
demonstrated over and over again an 
amazing ability to communicate with 
people in the towns and smaller egntres. 
Although Quebec was considered hope- 
less, he actualy outdrew Mr. Pearson 
even in hostile Montreal. 

There is one upset to Mr. Stanfield’s 
credit and the Conservatives are making 
the most of it in their current political 
advertisements. In 1956, he edged out the 
Liberals of Nova Scotia to begin his, 
successful career in provincial politics. 
This was his second attempt and it was 
a victory over an administration weak- 
ened by the loss of the great Angus L. 
MecDonald. and bearing the liabilities of 
21 years in office. It was the achieve- 


——_ment_of_a—patient man who had never 


been in much of a hurry. 


Defensive Challenger 


Patience was never Mr. Diefenbaker’s 
most outstanding attribute. He entered 
his campaigns thirsting for blood and 
never stopped until the final weekend. 
Mr. Stanfield, in contrast, began in a 
much quieter and more leisurely fashion. 
Althcugh the challenger, he found 
hiraself almost immediately on the 
defensive because he chose, -unwisely, to 
project himself ‘in the Trudeau-Johnson 
conflict over external affairs. As a result 
he has only about three weeks left if he 

‘is to reverse what now appears to be a- 
strengly Liberal. trend. 

It may very ‘well turn out that Mr. 
Stanfield is a good man for the long 
haul, as he demonstrated in Nova Scotia. 
‘But this will not be of much consolation 
to candidates who are in trouble now.: 

Mr. Diefenbaker had another advant- 
age not shared by his successor. The 
Liberals in 1965 Were defending ‘ their 
record and promising more of the same. 
Mr. Stanfield quite rightly believes that 
the Liberal record is ‘vulnerable and his 
rcevent speeches show that he would like 
to make it his major target. The 
difficulty is that the target has become 
elusive because the new Trudeau govern- 
ment has- changed course quite as 
sharply in economic affairs as have the 
Conservatives in their attitude to consti- 
tutional change. 

It is one thing to identify the 
problems from which the country is 
suffering (inflation, high interest rates, 
high cost-hotsing and so on) and quite 
another to prescribe for them. Mr. 
Stanfiekl can show that the government 
was imprudent and extravagant in the 
past, although he would have a great 
deal more trouble in demonstrating that 
Conservatives in opposition - coun-

Of one issue that was specifically 
promised, very little has been heard in 
the present campaing. At the time of the 
tax bill defeat in ‘Parliament, Mr. 
Stanfield bitterly attacked the govern- 
ment because it chose] instead of 
resigning, to seek a new vote of 
confidence from the House. The Conser- 
vatives claimed that this was improper 
and unprecedented. They were not able 
to carry the other parties with them but 
they insisted that they would submit the 
issue to the voters, as the highest court. 
It seemed unlikely at the same time that 
it would be possible to obtain a clear 
verdict on this specific matter in a 
general election. Unless Mr. Stanfield is 
saving this for the final weeks, it looks 
as if the attempt has been abandoned, 
probably in consequence of sober second 
pelitics, thoughts. 

From talks with various Conserva- 
tives, it appears that they are counting 
heavily on the national television debate 
to swing the campaign decisively in Mr. 
Stanfield’s favor. The impact of ‘televi- 
sion is certainly formidable and there 
seems to be little doubt that the series of 
debates between Mr. Kennedy and Mr. 
Nixon did provide the Democrats with 
the narrow margin ensuring victory in 
1960.

But on parliamentary performance, 
the Cofservative expectation appears 
somewhat excessive. Neither of the two 
major contenders has yet achieved a 
reputation as a formidable debater in the 


House of Commons. Mr. Trudeau has 
erjoyed comparatively few opportunities 
but on each of these (and perhaps more 
conspicuously in his clashes with Mr. 
Johnson at the consitutional conferences) 
he has handled himself with competence 
and enough fire to arouse Libéral 
enthusiasm. Although Mr. Stanfield, on 
at least two occasions, has delivered 
effective attacks, his speeches have 
tended to be well-preparéd, but genérally 
pedestrian, efforts. There is little on the 
record to suggest that he could carry 
any particular «advantage into a-debate 
with his alert and quick-thinking adver- 
sary. 

lt is true that a television studio in no 
way resembles Parliament. Argument 
may count: for less, the projection of 
personality relatively more than in the 
House of Commons. The “Conservatives 
Presumably hope that the Stanfield~ 
image will come through best in the 

istoric confrontation. But since Mr, 
Trudeau owes so much of his spectacular 
success to television, it seems a 
hazardous speculation. 

Elections are sometimes decided by 
quite unexpected developments. Calcula- 
tions may yet be upset by some 
unforeseen stroke or ‘fatal’ blunder. 
Unless appearances are altogether 
wrong, however, it is Mr. Stanfield who 
must now upset the apple carts.” What 
must be harrowing in the circumstances

For every voter on whom Prime Minister Trudeau makes 
an unfavorable impression, there are three who like him, and 
feel he was a good choice as leader of the Liberal party.

Half of these men and women endorse him because 
of his youth and energy. They see him as bringing a fresh 
image to the party, and describe him as brilliant; dynamic;

VIETNAM IN SIX FATEFUL ACTS 
Dulles Was Determined 


There Would Be 


Geneva ended with a 
cease-fire agreement be- 
tween the French and the 
Communists and a final 
declaration — of all the 
conferees..  - 

The former ended the fight- 
ing-and provided for a political 
regroupment of opposing 
‘forces.. The latter sketched 
out the politica] future, de- 
claring that the agreed ‘‘mili- 
tary demarcation line” at the 
17th parallel which now sep- 
arates North trom South, was 
to be considered ‘‘provisional 
and should not in any way be 
interpreted as constituting a 
political or territorial boun- 
dary.” 

The declaration also said 
that consultations should be 
held between the authorities 
of “the two-zones” beginning 
on July 20, 1955, leading to 
“general elections’ which 
“shall be held in July, 1956.” 

The elections, of course, 
have never been held, a fact 
that has aroused bitter dis- 
pute over who was to blame. 
What happened was that John 
Foster Dulles decided to make 
what became South Vietnam a 
viable state on its own. 

The Saigon government, of 
which Ngo Dinh Diem became 
the head two weeks before the 
conclusion at Geneva, disasso- 
ciated itself from the agree- 
ments. Diem’s representative 
in Geneva was Tran Van Do, 
until recently the foreign 
minister in the current Saigon 
regime.

Fer ‘Unity 
. The United States, despite 
Soviet pressure to back the 
agreements, limited itself to a 
declaration that supported 
unity of Vietnam through 
“free elections” under United 
Nations supervision to assure 
their fairness and a statement 
that it would view any 
renewal of aggression in vio- 
lation of the agreements “with 
grave concern and as seri- 
ously threatening international 
péace and security.” 

The common expectation. in 
Geneva was that the results 
would have the effect of 
getting the French out and 
preventing the Americans 
from intervening. It was 
presumably on this basis that 
Molotov and Chou En-lai 
convinced Ho Chi Minh to 
accept less than full control of 
Vietnam. 


Although there is no direct 


evidence, the two key Com- 
munist leaders mrust also have 
argued that in. due course 
South. Vietnam would easily 
fall into Ho’s control. In 
recent years there have been 
comments from Hanoi which 
indicate that, retrospectively, 
the North Vietnamese Com- 
munists ‘believe they were 
sold. out by the Soviets and 
the Chinese. Many consider 
this a. key factor in Hanoi’s 
evident determination not to 
repeat the process in any new 
form at the current Paris 
talks. 

South Vietnam did not fall 
as the ripe apple to Ho and 
the Communists. Two men 
worked together to prevent 
that: Dulles and Diem. 

Lt.-General Andrew J. 
Goodpaster, now on the Har- 
riman delegation in Paris and 
named by President Johnson 
to be the number two Ameri- 
can military leader in Viet- 
nam after Gen. Wiliam ~C. 
Westmoreland returns home, 
was then the top White’ House 
military aide to Eisenhower: 

In a 1966 statement-for the 
Dulles oral history project-at 
Princeton, Goodpaster re- 
called that after the Geneva 
“Dulles thought 
that it was perhaps not quite 
down the drain” although, 
said Goodpaster, “e 
else, I think, felt that it was.”” 
Dulles “felt that there might 
be something in this that 
would be worth trying to 
salvage, trying to sustain.”

To assess the prospects, 
Dulles got Eisenhower to send 
Gen. J. Lawton Collins, sug- 
gested by Goodpaster, to 
South Vietnam in late 1954. 
Collins recalled, also for the 
oral history project, that when 
he was leaving Washington 
Dulles said fo him: ‘Frankly, 
Collins, I think our chances of 
saving the situation there are 
not more than one in 10.” 

Some months later, after 
visiting -Saigon himself. and 
hearing Collins’ report after 
the general’s returri to Wash- 
ington, Dulles commented 
that it now looked more like a 
50-50 chance.» Added Collins: 
“And he was very well 
pleased.” 

By now, Stalin's successors 
in the Kremlin, and the men 
in Peking as well, were 
talking. up “‘peaceful coéxist- 
ence”’ between the Communist 
and non-Communist worlds. 
Dulles remained unconvinced 
of any change of heart and he

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Pompidou Likely 
De Gaulle's Heir

PARIS. — “Pompidou,” 
President Charles de Gaulle is 
said to have remarked two 
decades ago, “Pompidou — 
that doesn’t sound serious. If 
you want to get somewhere 
you'll have to change your 
name." : 

Georges Jean Raymond 
Pompidou never did change 
his comic-opera name, but he 
got somewhere anyway. And 
through the current French 
crisis, de Gaulle’s able prime 
minister has. proven he has 
staying power to boot. At 
times, he seemed to —be 
carrying the government's 
burdens all by himself like a 
jonely, latter-day Atlas. 

Only last Wednesday, des- 
perate Gaullists were insisting 
that Pompidou and his cabiriet 
be dumped to save a regime 
that seemed to be teetering on 
the brink of disaster. 


But the next day, when de 
Gaulle launched his 11th-hour 
counter-attack against a sup- 
posed Communist takeover, 
he made one point very clear: 
“TI will not change the prime 
minister, whose value, solidity 
and ability merit the homage 
of all.” =, 

And on Friday, Pompidou 
announced a broad overhaul 
of the cabinet which he would 
continue to run efter six years

Canadian Gas

WASHINGTON (CP) — Argu- 
ment for and against the import 
of another 200,000,000 cubic feet 
daily of Alberta natural gas was 
presented Wednesday to the 
Federal Power Commission.

Suffered for Being Christians in. an Islamic Country - 


YORDANIANS SEEK PEACE IN VICTORIA” 


By PAT DUFOUR 


The assassination of Senator 
Robert Kennedy has special 
undertones of tragedy for Mr. 
and Mrs. Eleia Y. Kayal. 

Shortly after this picture. of 
the couple and their. three- 
year-old 


son, Joseph, was 
taken.on Monday they learned 
that, one of their countrymen, 
Sirhan Bishara Sirhan, has 


been charged with the killing, 
They were stunned. All Mr. 
Kayal could say was, ‘I can't 
believe it.’ 

Four months ago, they sold 
their’ thriving ‘business and 
home in Jordan's capital -city, 
Amman, and headed for Vic- 
toria, A driving sense of 
urgency and fear for their 
small son was the -guiding 
factor in their decision. 


BLAMED FOR DEFEAT 


Both Christians, they’ve suf- 
fered under the pressures 
brought to bear by the 
Islamic majority who blame 
the United States and Britain, 
for Israel's.overwhelming vic- 
tory a year ago. 

“The Islams. are convinced 
that the United States and 
Britain were responsible for 
Israel's success, They are 
also convinced that Israel was 
preparing the attack long 
before it actually came, mass- 
ing troops on the borders of 
Egypt, waiting for a justifi- 
able reason to go into action. 

“Because we are Christians, 
the Islams include us in their 


hate, feeling that we, ts0, dre 
responsible for the defeat and 
the — loss of that part —of 
Jerusalem which was once 
part of Jordan. 

Mr. Kayal sees no easy 


solution to the torment in the 
Middle East, with thé. Arabs 
deeply convinced that Israel 
supremacy ‘was abetted by 
American and British offi- 
cials, Treatment of Arebs in 
Jerusalem also adds fire to 
the explosive situation, 
TAX ON EVERYTHING 
“Most Arabs are less edu- 
cated there’ than the Jews 
and, consequently, their stan- | 
dard of living is usually at the 
bare minimum. Everything is 
taxed, stoves, —_refrigerators 
. everything. It’s impossible 
for an Arab family to live in a 
three or four room apartment. 
Whole families live huddled in 
one room. There’s also a tax 
levied on every room.” 


Mr. Kayal reports that 
official pressure is being 
brought to bear in various 
ways, geared to ‘discourage 
Arabs from living in Jeru- 
salem. 


“You can get permission to 
leave Israel- permanently 
within a matter of days, But, 
if you want to visit relatives 


in Jordan, just for a day or 
two, it takes three or four 
months negotiation-before that 
preciqgus permit is in your 
hands. 

After the 1967 clash, Jordan 
lost part of. the fertile land 
which was mainly used for 
the cultivation of crops. Con- 
Sequently, there's a steady 
stream of trucks ‘crossing 
between the east and. west 
banks. 

They bring vegetables from 
Israel to Jordan, returning 
with porcelain, clothes and 
other items that are difficult 
to obtain in Jerusalem. 

The Kayals have relatives 
in Jerusalem. and report. that 
news of them is hard-to get. 
“To-send a letter to'them, we 
must first mail it to England 
and then have it re-addressed 
to Jerusalem. The truck 
drivers who travel to Jerusa- 
lem are to0° terrified “to 
smuggle in letters. They are 


examined on the border, and 
if letters were found, their 
truck would be taken from 


them and they would be putin 
prison," 
WORRY ABOUT SON 

The, Kayals chose Victoria 
as their new home because, to 
them, it- was the epitomeof 
all they wanted. ““We~wish 
only to live a good life, in 
peace , with our“ neighbors, 
with the knowledge that our 
son will be able to grow up to 
a good ‘futare."’ 

Their decision was founded 
on Ae orts by two of ‘Mr. 
Kayal’s brothers who “have 
already found a life in Vic- 
toria, Saad is a professor of 
new mathematics at the Uni- 
versity School and Nai’m is a 
typesetter with a local print- 
ing firm. 


Kayal, once the official writer 
for King Hussein and the 
Jordanian. government, and 
the successful operator of a 
sign-writing business, finds 
that, to date, there are no 
openings available to. him in 
Victoria. 

“T’'ve been to several firms 
here and they. tell me. that 
there is nothing now, but 
perhaps later I'll be able to 
get a job.” 


This week, friends rallied 
around him and helped him 
stage a show of his own 
Islamic art which is so 
outstanding that the Jordanian 
ministry of arts and culture 
presented it-as an exhibition 
13 months ago. 


BORN. IN JERUSALEM 
Born and raised .in Jerusa- 


lem, Eleia Kayal graduated- 


from the University of Jerusa- 
lem with an arts degree and 
honors in Arabic calligraphy. 
He has used that training with 
great effect, preducing scrolls 


that are -alt-artistieally based_ 


around -quotes from Christ's 
sermon on ‘the Mount and 
other parts of the Bible, as 
well as the Koran. He's alse 
used the designs to be found 
in the’ interiors of ‘ancient 


-palaces--of the Middle “East 


and Spain as a base for his 
works, These include beaten 
copper, beadwork, filigree 
woodwork and ceramics.

WIDOWS OF VIOLENCE BECOME PART OF AMERICAN SCENE 
Procession of Tragedy Brings a New Type of Woman 


By JEAN. SPRAIN WILSON 

NEW YORK (AP) — In the 
last five years, the assassin’s 
bullet has thrust upon the U.S. 
scene a new type of woman — 
the Widow of Violence. 

The shooting of Senator 
Robert F. Kennedy, who died 
today in a Los’ Angeles 
hospital with his wife Ethel at 
his side, drew attention anew 
to the procession of tragedy. 

First, shortly after midnight 
June 11, 1963, a bullet killed 
civil rights leader Medgar 


Evers in the doorway of his 
Jackson, Miss., 


home. 


Evers’ wife Myrlie and their 
three children survived. 


Five. months later, Nov. 22, 
1963, President John F. Ken- 
nedy was shot down during a 
Dallas, Tex., motorcade with 
his wife Jacqueline at his 
side. 

And two days later Lee 
Harvey Oswald, who the War- 
ren commission said killed the 
president, was killed by Jack 
Ruby, leaving Oswald's Soviet- 
born wife with their, two

TIPS FOR HOME GARDEN 


Rhodo Full of Surprises 


By JACK BEASTALL 


Some gardenérs are elated, some dis- 


mayed, others ‘puzzled when they find their 
suddénly 


pink or red rhododendron 
decided to produce mauve 
flowers. The elated  gar- 
deners feel they have, at 
last, acquired a plant that 
has sported and could be 
worth a small, fortune. 

The dismayed gardeners 
would much prefer the 
pretty pink or ‘the brilliant 
red they purchased for a * 
predetermined effect. « ee 

,And the puzzled gar- : 
deners wohder what has gack | 
happened, while the pessimists forecasted 
such dire effects would result when man 
finally split the atom. 

The, truth. of the matter is that 
rhododendrons are often two plants in one 
and the two flower colors show that each 
part is growing. 

For years, rhododendrons were produced 
in quantity by grafting the desired hybrid to 


has 


the roots of rhododendron ponticum,—a very 
old favorite with mauve flowers. 

When mauve flowers appear on plants of 
other colors it means that the shogts (or 
growths) bearing mauve flowers hav rown 
from the root stock, and have nothing to do 
with the grafted variety. 

Such shoots should be removed immedi- 
ately, clear back to their poirit of origin, even 
if it is necessary to remove some soil to 
reach an underground root, although this is 
seldom necessary. 

If these root suckers are allowed to 
persist, the common ponticum stock will soon 
take over and the desirable hybrid will 
gradually die. 

With. increased knowledge and improved 
téchniques, growers are able to produce 
rhodos on their own roots, and that is why 
some gardeners never experience this 
problem of two flower colors on the same 
plant. 

When a rhodo on its own roots is 
damaged, any new growth from the roots will 
be the same as the damaged porti#n.- But 
when a grafted plant is damaged or killed 
back, new growths from the roots will be the 
unwanted kind.

LONDON (AP) — Nearly 
all clowns have bulbous noses, 
big red mouths, flapping ears 
andthe like.

“You keep moving, fast, but 
not too fast,’” Simau said, in 
explaining how a fire-walker 
walks. 

“The movement of your 
body, your feet, sets up a 
cushion of air that pushes 
aside the flames.

Simau and his fellow 
Samoans perform atop three 
small ‘wooden platforms less 
than a yard wide, Gasoline- 
soaked fibrepaper, something 
like ’ cardboard, rims * each 
platform on three sides. When 
ignited, a wall of flame shoots 
two or three feet high. | 

Simau Said it’s relatively 
safe in the centre of each 
platform but dangerous at the 
edges. 

“Once in a while we get a 
little singed," he says. ‘‘One 
of the others got a_ painful 
burn a few weeks ago, but it 
wasn't serious.

LOS ANGELES (AP) 
Robert F. Kennedy Always 
sensed it would come some 
day. 

“I play Russian roulette 
every time I get up in the 
morning,” he would say. 

“But I just don’t care. 
There's. nothing I could do 
about it anyway.” 

Kennedy has been described 
as a fatalist,.one who never 
looked beyond the next mo- 
ment and who was prepared 
for tragedy any day. 

Today, after he had died of 
wounds inflicted by an assas- 
sin, the memory of a long; in- 
trospective, and rare conver- 
sation surfaced in the minds 
of the few who had heard it. 

Kennedy was relaxing in the 
rear of his campaign plane, 
winging through the night sky, 
taking him home to Hickory 
Hill, his home in McLean, 
Va., after a rigorous week of 
midwestern campaigning. 

He spoke broodingly. 

Wasn't he concerned, he 
was asked, about the perils of 


such wild crowds as he had 
attracted that day and nearly 
every day of his presidential 
campaign? 

“No,” he said. “I just. don’t 
worry about that. There's no 
sense in worrying about those 
things. If they want you, they 
can get you."’
